During the night of August 
6-7 news came:to Almendralejo 
of the near approach of the 
army.

RECOGNITION of the serious- 
“ness of the overcrowding 
and slum problem in Hongkong 
is made in the Annual Report on 
the Social and Economic Pro- 
gress of the people of Hong- 
kong, issued by the Colonial 
Secretary's Office last night. 


Defects in-many of tho older 
tenements in the Colony are at- 
tributed in the Report to an 
Ordinance, passed in 1903, which 
was framed to overcome existing 
conditions, These conditions, 
viewed in the light of modern 
practice and knowledge, are 
“found to: be lax.” 


HOUSING 


“In recent -years” states the Re- 
port, “some evidence has been shown 
Amongst the artizan class of the 
Colony of a quickening social con- 
clousness_ond_the_resultint desire, 
to avall themselves of tmproved 
housing accommodution wherever 
such Ja made’ available. ;

APPREHENSIVE . 


Considerable discussion on the 
hawking: problem took place at the 
monthly meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Soclety for the 
Proteetion of Children, held on Mon- 
day, with the Hon, Mr, R, HH. Kote- 
wall in the chair. Fears were ex~ 
pressed that, If the Government ¢m- 
barks on a policy of extinction of 
hawkers’ licence the work of the 
Society will be seriously impeded, 
ind’ the view was expressed by some 
of the speakers that the only alter- 
natives to the present system are 
cither the Inslitution of a Poor Liw 
reef system by tiie Government, or 
iner grants to the Society. 

The subject was Introduced = by 
Mr, F. HH. Loseby, Hon. Director of 
the Society, Who remarked that, 
reading, between the lines, te gather= 
ed that. the Government had now 
decided on a policy of restriction of 
hawkers, with-a view to their even- 
tual extinction, if possible. 

Mr, Lostby, nfler stating that he 
had expr sd the view to the Police 
that bering und unlimited hawking. 
were the only alternatives to a Poor 
Haw system, rend the following: ex- 
tract from the speech of Mr. KR, R 
Todd, Chairman of the - Urban 
Council, at its Inst meeting: "I 
know, only too well from depart- 
mental experience that many chaorit~ 
able organisations and well-disposed 
people look upon the obtaining of a 
hawker’s Heence for individunls who 
apply to them’ for relief as the 
beginning and end of thelr charit- 
able efforts, regardless of whether 
the reciplents are physically fit or 
otherwise suitable for such an 
vecupnation, For instance, widows 
with large families of young children 
should be discouraged from ‘soing on 
athe streets as hawkers—It can mean 
only one thing, that the children 
will be neglected.” 

Mr, Loseby d he regarded those 
remarks an a definite indictment of 
the work of the Society, which dealt 
with a large number of widows to 
whom licences had boen , granted. 
The only alternatives were rving 
or the jdving of unlimited relief. 
Tts own view was that hawking 
fulllled two needs—it met a definite 
demund by the Chinese community, 
and. to an large numbef of parents 
and children it was the only alter- 
native to blank despair ‘and helpless- 
ness or the commencement of a Sife 
of begstingg and crime.

In the face of such 
possibility and of further . terrible 
consequences which might ensue His 
Majesty's Government feel {mpelled 
to make on urgent appenl, on purely 
humanitarian grounds, to the authori- 
tics on both sides toe come to an 
agreement for an exchange of all such 
hostages and more especially for the 
release and removal into some place 
of safety of any women. 

“To this end, His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment would be ready to give their 
own good offices in any way which 
muy be acceptable to both partles, 
and they would glady offer the ser- 
vices of the British Navy in any 
cusces where transport by sca might 
be required. You should make im- 
mediate communication in the above 
sense to the Spanish Government and 
inform them that, His Majesty's Gov=

An aspect of the hawkers’ 
problem which raises issues of 


[major importance is disclosed by

N reading your several references 


to Traffic fatalitles in Hongkong, 
I have noticed no reference to the 
relntive distance covered at the 
speed limit of 30 m.p.h, and the time 
available for actlon to avald accident 
by elther motorist ‘or pedestrian. 
Perhaps the following may explain to 
some extent why the Toll of the Road 
is what it is. 


A car travelling at 30 m.p.h, covers 
about 44 feet per second, 50 that a 
pedestrian who is first able 
observe .a car approaching him 130 
feet away has less than three seconds 
to make up his mind whether he 
shall go back, go‘ forward, or stand 
his ground and leave it to the car to 
avoid him.

GOVERNMEN

RECOGNITION of the scrious- 
ness of the overcrowd.ing 
and slum problem in Hongkong 
is mndo in’ the Annual Report on 
the Social and Economic Pro- 
gress. of the: people of Hong- 
kong, issued by the Colonial 
Secretary's Office last night. 


Defects in many of the older 
tenements in the Colony are at- 
tributed in the Report to ‘an 
Ordinance, passed in 1903, which 
was framed to overcome existing ! 
conditions. These conditions, 
viewed in the light: of modern 
practice and knowledge, are’ 
“found to be lax.” : 


HOUSING 


“In recent years" states the Re- 
port, “same evidence has been shown 
amongst the artizan class of | the 
Colony of a quickening social con- 
sciousness rind the resultant. desire 
to avail themselves of — improved 
housing nuecommodation wherever 
such is made available, . 


“The unskiNed Jabouring classes, 
however, ‘are still found densely 
packed in tenement houses deficient 
in Nght and alr. This class. of 
lnbour has to find its habitat as close 
ag possible to the scene of its labour, 
with the result that the Western 
part of the City of Victoria, which 
houses the native business quarter 
and closely adjoins’ the portion of 
the harbour handling the trafMc from 
the West River and Chinese Coast 
Ports, is seriously overcrowded. “ 


“These conditions are being slow- 
ly mitigated by the rebuilding of 
properties which from time to time 
are condemned for reasons of struc- 
tural defects. 

"This process of climination Is 
however, too slow to create any ap- 


-preciable improvement. 


““New legisintion, which calls for 
the provision of reaeonable . ya 

spnce, will hasten the removal or 
reconstruction of much pf the old 
property, This, whilst 
Improved housing conditions, 
no doubt mean increased cost 
living to the labouring clisses, 


CHIEF OBSTACLE 


“Hitherto, -the hostility of the pro- 
perty-owning cliss to the introduc- 
tion of legis] n requiring addl- 
tlonal = =oopen- space and thereby 
reducing the earning, pawer of the 
proparty has been the chief obstacle 
in obtaining: improved conditions. It 
an, however, be recorded that this 
spirit of obstruction is less evident 
to-day as a result of education, and 
of the example set by some of the 
better class: of realty - companics 
whose blocks of! tenement houses 
compare not unfavourably in cs- 
‘sential . respects: with ‘modern 
European practice.” 


The housing of the Colony is all 
privately owned, and control is 
maintained by the operation of the 
Public: Health and Buildings Ordin- 
onee, the provisions of «which also 
mould the character of the housing. 
Generally the houses are built back 
to back In rows, separated by ‘ao 
scavenging lane six -"feet in width 
specified by the Ordinance. These 
houses vary in hetght fram two to 
four storeys uccording to the width 
of the strect on to which they front; 
whilst the average height per storey 
fs twelve fect, a minimum. being 
controlied by~the Ordinance.
